A furious ninth inning when they 
were trailing by two runs behind the 
apparently victorious Cubs gave the 
Athletics all three of their runs and 
the championship. 
The finish of the gam e and the series 
came with dram atic suddenness and 
upheld an old baseball 
superstition 
th a t he who strikes out the first m an 
to face him is sure to meet defeat 
unless he also strikes out the second 
one. 
P a t Malone whiffed Max Bishop for 
the first man up for the A’s on a call­ 
ed third strike in today’s first inning 
and then kept the M ackmen 
from 
getting a single ru n n er to third base 
until the ninth when four of them hit 
him safely. 
In the first eight innings 
Malone 
held the Athletics to two singles, one 
hit to left field by Al Simmons, first 
up for Philadelphia in the second in­ 
ning and the other hit by Bing Miller 
in the fifth when Bing batted with 
Jim m y Foxx on first and one

W ith H erbert Hoover and some 30,000 
other baseball fans in attendance, the 
fifth gam e of the 1929 world series 
today found the Philadelphia Athletics 
fighting to become cham pions of the 
world before nightfall, and the Chi­ 
cago Cubs battling to keep the series 
going. 
The Athletics, leading three gam es 
to one and needing but one victory 
to win the w orld’s championship, were 
out early on the playing field, full of 
pep and confidence. 
The Cubs were 
grim and serious. 
Both team s had 
vivid recollections of Saturday’s big 
seventh inning, when the A’s practic­ 
ally put the series on ice, by scoring 
ten runs in one inning 
The presence of the nation’s chief 
executive undoubtedly was counted an 
im portant action by Philadelphians 
and the arrival of President Hoover 
drew all attention aw ay from playing 
field during practice. 
A front box near the home team ’s 
dugout was decorated with American 
flags for the president’s party.

W ashington, Oct. 14. — Republican 
tariff leaders of the senate decided in 
a conference today they would seek 
an agreement for a limitation of de­ 
bate on their tariff bill or hold night 
sessions of the senate in an extraord­ 
inary effort to obtain passage of the 
measure before the regular December 
session of congress. 
Aroused by President Hoover’s com­ 
plaints at the delay the bill has en­ 
countered, the republican members of 
the finance committee, including Floor 
L eader Watson, Chairman Smoot and 
Senator David A. Reed, of Pennsyl­ 
vania met In legislative session and 
formulated their ultimatum 
to 
the 
democrats and the farm group. 
Smoot and W atson will m eet with 
Democratic Leaders Robinson of Ar­ 
kansas and Simmons of North Caro­ 
lina later in the day to present their 
demands and to seek to work out a 
satisfactory agreement. 


W ashington,

Hoover is planning to lend a hand to 
help the administration forces in tho 
senate with their tariff bill which la 
languishing midway In the special ses­ 
sion while the senate Is embarking on 
a series of investigations reminiscent 
of the Teapot Dome and Daugherty 
scandal inquiries.

formed a statem ent may be issued 
from the White House this weak urg­ 
ing greater speed in consideration o f 
the tariff bill, and in the m eantim e 
the various republican senators ars to 
be called In for conferences about the 
peculiar situation which has envelop­ 
ed the legislation, making its adoption 
this year seem unlikely. 
Chairman Smoot of the senate Nu­ 
ance committee blames the republi­ 
can farm bloc group for what he con­ 
sidered a delay in passing the bill. 
He has absolved the democrats of any 
charge of filibustering. 
Senator Borah of Idaho, who speaks 
for the bloc, has replied the bill can 
be passed in ten days lf Smoot will 
consent to revise it "for the purposes 
for which the special session was call­ 
ed," meaning elimination of industrial 
increases and adoption only 
of 
the 
agricultural rates. Borah frankly says 
the delay may have come from the 
sincere effort of his associates to ra­ 
ise it. the way they want. And he 
served notice they would not desist 
m erely to help the legislation through. 
N either Smoot nor Borah has men­ 
tioned an im portant phase of the de­ 
lay, which is the nonchalant way in 
which some of the republican leaders 
have acted about the legislation. 
These leaders who have m anifested 
such disinterestedness may reach the 
W hite House carpet during the next 
few days. 
Smoot will m eet with Democratic 
Floor Leader Robinson again today in 
an effort to work out some satisfac­ 
tory arrangem ent for extending the 
dally debating period, but 
such 
an 
agreem ent will raise no hopes for en­ 
actm ent of the legislation by Nov. 20 
as Smoot has said he desired. 
The 
rate sections of the bill will not be 
reached until the latter part of this 
week. 
Some of the tariff interest has been 
distracted by the series of investiga­ 
tions which will get in full swing on 
Tuesday when the Caraway commit­ 
tee will begin hearing the

seven witnesses called to tell what ef­ 
forts, if any, have been made to in­ 
fluence the pottery schedules of the 
pending bill.

Neighborliness in the Country 


S o m e b o d y once made the wise remark that big town people 
dc not read the country press. 
They do read the rural jtress. 
Big 
city editors scan the columns as this story from the Minneapolis 
Journal evidences. 
Good neighbors they must be, the dwellers of the country­ 
side southwest of Pine River, in Cass county. 
No better, perhaps, 
than those of many another countryside, or of many an old home 
town, over the Northwest. 
For neighborliness in time of stress 
is a characteristic of rural communities. 
These (kiss county folk, 
typical in their neighborliness, happen just now to exemplify the 
qualities that make rural communities strong and likable. 
The 
Pine River Sentinel-Blaze tells the story simply and well: 
About sixty people, including neighbors and friends of 
Mr. and Mrs. S. Ii. Roske, living eleven miles southwest of 
Pine River, gathered at the Herman Peterson home in Bungo 
Friday evening, as a complete surprise to Mr. and Mrs. Roske, 
whose house and furnishings were destroyed by tire a few 
weeks ago, while the family were visiting in west central 
Minnesota. 
Nothing was saved. 
All their personal belong­ 
ings, consisting of furniture, clothing, bed clothes and canned 
goods which they had prepared for winter, went up in smoke. 
Neighbors of the Roske family held a surprise shower al .ha 
Peterson home to show their sympathy. 
These neighbors felt 
that the family was of the type of people that help a com­ 
munity prosper, and should be induced to renew their efforts 
to build up a new home. 
Useful gifts of every description 
were presented— upholstered chairs, ironing board, dishes, 
glassware, canned foods, quilts and other bedding, and numer­ 
ous other articles— with hopes that they would be useful. 
There is more of the story. 
But this is sufficient to reveal 
the sort of neighborliness that makes the rural community an 
abiding place to be regarded lovingly and happily. 
Oh, I.here is 
one other sentence that must be reprinted: 
A bountiful lunch was served, following the opening of 
the gifts, which all enjoyed very much. 
Is there any hurrying city dweller, member howsoever of 
any group or coterie of urban ways arui likewise urban isolation, 
who would not like to have been there, when the bountiful l u n c h 
was served? 
Urban as well as rural life has its advantages; but 
there is no heartfelt neighborliness like that of the countryside.

THE importance of power as the right arm of American agri­ 
culture is disclosed in a report op The Mechanization of Agricul­ 
ture just issued by the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United 
States. 
“American agriculture,” it points out, “ has more power avail­ 
able for its use than any other branch of American industry ex­ 
cept railway transportation. 
It has more power available per 
worker than the combined manufacturing industries and uses 
more power annually than all of the mining industries. 
“But in spite of the enormous amount of power available for 
agriculture, many farm operations still are hand processes, and 
less power is utilized annually per worker on farms than in any 
other American industry. 
The power problem in agriculture con­ 
sists not so much of adding greatly to the number of power unit 
on farms as it does of securing a mare continuous use of tin 
power units already available, of providing power in such forma 
that more of it can be utilized by each worker, and of mechanizing 
a number of farm operations which still require a prodigious ex­ 
penditure of human effort.”

have occurred in the field of harvesting machinery.
